A number of people have been killed in a shooting at a business park in laryland, police 
have said. 



“I can confirm multiple wounded and multiple fatalities, ” said Harford County Sheriff 
Jeffrey Gahler about the shooting about 30 miles from Baltimore. 

Mr Gahler said there was no longer any threat at the site, but a number of people had 
also been injured. 

The lone suspect in the warehouse shooting - which occurred Rite Aid distribution centre 
- has been arrested and is in a critical condition. 

The Associated Press reported an unnamed law enforcement official as saying there 
were three people dead. Law enforcement officials told NBC that the suspect is a woman. 
A law enforcement source also said officials believe the suspect had a work-related 
grievance, according to Reuters. 
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Agents from the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives and the FBI 
Baltimore were at the scene. Maryland Governor Larry Hogan tweeted that the Maryland 

it had also arrived to the scene of the shooting. 

"The First Lady and I are grieving for the loss of life in today's shooting in Harford County, 
and praying that those who were injured fully recover," Mr Hogan wrote on Twitter.

Maryland Governor Larry Hogan said on Twitter he was “closely monitoring the horrific 
shooting”. 

He added: “Our prayers are with all those impacted, including our first responders. The 
State stands ready to offer any support”.

Delta, United and JetBlue are now charging $30 for the first checked bag on domestic 
routes, up from $25 previously, and $40 for the second bag, up from $35. 

Airlines have cited rising costs as a concern, with high fuel prices and bumps in salaries 
and benefits for pilots, flight attendants and mechanics pushing up operating expenses.

U.S. airlines’ revenues from baggage and reservation change fees increased from $5.7 
billion in 2010 to $7.5 billion in 2017. Other fees are not reported to regulators. 

United Chief Executive Oscar Munoz defended the price hikes last week, saying they 
were the first increases in eight years. Munoz said the airline would use some of the 
added fees to reinvest in operations. 

Southwest Airlines Co, the No. 4 U.S. airline, has said it would continue to allow 
passengers to check two bags and does not charge reservation change fees. 

U.S. House of Representatives and Senate negotiators have been holding lengthy talks 
on a compromise bill to reauthorize the Federal Aviation Administration, which could be 
unveiled as early as this week. Congress faces a Sept. 30 deadline to extend the FAA's 
operating authority.

In May, the U.S. Transportation Department opposed provisions in a bill approved by the 
Senate Commerce Committee that would require new rules prohibiting unreasonable 
airline fees, arguing it would mark a return to the pre-1978 era before airline 
deregulation. 


American Airlines Group Inc Chief Executive Doug Parker told reporters last week that if 
Congress moved to regulate change fees, the No.1 U.S. airline would likely stop selling 
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nonrefundable tickets that could be changed to a new flight. "That's where I think we 
would end up," he said.

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Airlines for America, an airline trade group, has said the fee provision would result in 
“government-mandated price controls” and should be rejected. 

A Senate aide involved in the talks predicted the fee provision would not be included in 
the compromise bill but would include other consumer protections such as requiring the 
Transportation Department to set minimum standards for seat size.
